reason for it. But we have no reason to be ashamed of the advantages we 
have to offe. the man who is looking for a place to locate his home or his 
industry. A real Board of Trade developes Com nunity lezdership. Wesn’t 
it wonderful during the war when there was a demand for leadership that 
leaders appeared from all points of the Jand. We need that lead- 
ership now as much as then. The Board of Trade will build up the civic pride 
and give aggressive aid in all community work. It will create high ideals 
of citizenship and this is important because the town is no_ better 
than its men—the soul of the town is the character of its men. The Board 
of Trade is able to set aside 2 portion of its activities for the invisioning of 
the short comings of the Community and to work to elifinate them. Under 
the Board of Trade these evils can and will be eliminated. It can ascertain 
the latent resources of the town and work to develope them. 

Our interests are interwoven, the well being of one is that of 
the whole.

Committee organization and contro} is necessary for the success of the 
organization, but, not standing committees which do nothing but stand! It 
ia the members of the Board of Trade who ren it under the direction of 
the Board of Directors.’ Those who are interested in the various 
features of the program of the work will be placed on committees, and by 
hard, consistent, earnest work, by study and analysis, the problems will be 


solved. 
A DUTY TO YOUR CITY.

Are You Encouraging Them? 
The County: Commissioner of schoola 
and the County Agricultural Agent 
are trying to push instruction in the 
underlying principles of agriculture 
in the schools of the county. 

We both believe that this effort has 
common sense back of it. 

We believe that the future of Craw- 
ford County iics in agriculture. If 
this belief is correct, then it is rea- 
sonable to hold that those who are 
to conduct that better farming of the 
future should have training in under- 
lying principles of farming if they 
are to do better than their parents, 
which any observant and thoughtful 
parent will certainly wish his children 
to do. 

Each generation should stand on the 
shoulders of the generation before. 
Roosevelt truly said: “If you are go- 
ing to do anything for the average 
man, you have got to start before he 
is a man. The chance of success lies 
in working with the boy not the man.” 

So the Commissioner and I are ask- 
ing the teachers of the county to do 
more with the subject of agriculture 
than they have been doing. 

We have provided each teacher 
with a simple outline of things to be 
taught about farming this fall, and 
with a lot of bulletins in which to find 
material to teach. 7 

Later, we will provide them a sim- 
ple outline of things to be taught dur- 
ing the winter. 

Teachers who 
find a place for 
daily program. 

Teachers who want to side-step this 
practical subject will easily find ex- 
cuses for so doing. 

Teachers can just as well prepare 
to teach the principles of agriculture 
as to teach geography or histony; and, 
if they go at it with gumption, can 
make the subject of agriculture very 
interesting, because there is so much 
at hand, and in the pupils’ experience, 
te which reference can be made. 

I hope that each parent and school 
officer will lend his support to this 
valuable work in our schools. 

Parents can do so by asking chil- 
dren what they are studying about in 
agriculture; listening in an interested 
way; helping them find answers or 
material that the teacher asks them 
to get at home. 

School officers can help by talking 
with the teacher about the work, en- 
couraging her, helping her find illus- 
trative material, speaking to the 
school on some topic of farming, and 
by letting the teacher feel that she 
is expected to do as good work in 
teaching agriculture as in teaching 
arithmetic. 

Why shouldn’t she? The child will 
doubtless use in life more of the agri- 
culture than of the arithmetic. 

That the Commissioner and the 
County Agent are not crazy may be 
gathered from the following letter 
from the Assistant Superintendent’ of 
Public Instruction: 

Lansing, October 19, 1922.

Dear Mr. Bailey: 

I have your fall bulletin on work in 

Agriculture for the rural schools. I

A Pay Day Every Week. 

Under the above heading the Coun- 
try Gentleman recounts the story of 
a farmer ind his wife who bought a 
40-acre farm seventeen years ago, 
paid for it, and have since added to it 
another 160 acres. The wife, in des- 
cribing their struggles, wrote as fol- 
lows: 

“The garden, chickens, cows, hogs 
and small fruit—aiways enough for 
home use and some to sell—made a 
pay day >very week. And we have 
always had a good living.” 

The Country Gentleman then goes 
on to say: 

“There isn’t anything spectacular 
about that sort of farming—no big 
killings, but few foreclosures of a 
mortgage either. Just the safest kind 
of farming is all. This farmer’s 
wife added in her letter that their 
house is equipped with electric lights 
and a modern water system. They 
are trying to make their house a whol- 
ly comfortable home.”

A farmer of Crawford county hands 
us the following which hits the nail 
on the head: . 

“The man who uses a scrub bull de- 
serves a leather medal made out of 
the bull’s hide, and should be required 
to wear it on his coat lapel.” 


Do Purebreds Pay? 

“In ten years of experience, I find 
that I can produce bigger hogs of a 
pure breed than scrubs at the same 
age. Four years ago I bought big 
type Poland-China hogs and _ tried 
three scrubs and one Poland-China in 
the same pen, with similar feed and 
care. In five months the Poland- 
China weighed 175 pounds 
The scrubs weighed 131, 137, 108 lbs. 
dressed. The gain was almost fifty 
pounds more for the purebred.”—Ed. 
Pankow in The Farm Journal. .

It follows naturally that when a 
man gets a purebred sire that gives 
satisfaction he gets a hankering for 
some purebred females. Thus does 
improved live stock make a place for 
itself. The number of purebreds and 
the number of farms supporting pure- 
breds wouldn’t increase all the time 
unless the improved stock gave a 
good account of itself. The best 
stock is none too good for the man 
who wants the best market for his 
grain.—Chicago Daily Drovers’ Jour-

AUTO SIGNALS. 


California Code Becoming Popular in 
Other States, 


Signaling by drivers of automobiles 
as to the intention of the driver is a 
very important matter, but there are 
80 many varieties of signals that the 
observer is sometimes frustrated aa 
to the real intention of the driver. The 
sooner a universal code of signals is 
adopted the better. 

California Code. 

The state of California has adopted 
a code of signals that seems to be 
winning popular favor. The follow- 
ing is a brief extract of the Califor- 
nia code covering those most gener~ 
ally required. 

Signals must be given before turns 
are made, and in the following man- 
ner: , 

The hand extended horizontally will 
indicate intention to slow down or 
stop. 

The hand extended horizonally will 
signify the intention to turn in the 
direction in which the hand extends. 

The hand extended upward indi- 
cates the intention to turn in the op- 
posite direction from which the signal 
is made. 

A signaling device must be used 
when arm signals cannot be given. 
Speed Limit. 

Business portion of city, 15 miles; 
other districts 20 miles; schools, 10 
miles; from alleys, garages, etc. 5 
miles and horn must be sounded. 

No vehicle shall pass another, go- 
ing in the same direction, at an in- 
tersection or.on a curve where full 
view of the street ahead is not given. 
Not more than two cars shall travel 
abreast in the same direction. 


Lights. 
Spotlights must not be used on 
boulevard lighted streets. In other 


sections they must be directed to the 
right of the center of the vehicle and 
strike the road not to exceed 40 feet 
in front.

BUTTER RATED FOR QUALITY 


Producers Lose Much Money Because 
of imperfect Conditiona and 
Methods In Making. ,

(Prepared by the Untted States Departinent 
of Agriculture.) 


If you are a producer or manufac- 
turer of butler, were you disappointed 
In the price you received for that lust 
shipment? Quality is the chief factor 
in deterinining butter prices, and ac: 
cording to Uniled States Department 
of Agriculture circular 236, Just issued, 
even small defects in quailty may re 
gult in the loss of a sale or a cul in 
price. 

Several mi}ion dollars annually are 
lost to producers and manufacturers 
becuuse of imperfect conditions and 
methods in production, manufacture 
and murketing of dairy products, the 
circular states. During 1920 the mar- 
ginal difference in the prices of high 
and low quality butter amounted ut 
times to as much as 15 cents between 
37 ~seore and Wy score. Lack of ; 
proper attention or care in the ereuin- 
ery in grading the cream, or inchurn- | 
ing, working, salting or packing the j 
butter are stated to be mainly respon: 
sible for this condition. 
The circular enumerates 
scribes the various factors such as 
favor, body, color, salt and package 
thar influence price. ‘These factors 
are given specific ratings by loeal and ° 
federal butter Inspectors, und receiv- 
ers, in determining the final score of 
the product, and the ratings are gov- 
erned by the absence or presence of 
certain defects described In the circu 
lar, 

It is stated that there has never 
before been a time in the history of 
American butter making when it paid 
so well to produce high-quality butter 
as during revent years. But to secure \

return not only bigh quality and uni- 
forinity of the product are necessary, 
but a kuowledge of market require 
ments and good marketing methods 
are required, 

Circular 236, entitled "Defects in the 
Quality of Butter,” has been prepared 
so that producers and snufacturers 
may know precisely how butter is 
rated for quality In the markets, and 
bow the defects which lower the price 
nay be obviated. Copies of the circu 
lar can be obtained free upon re 
quest to the United States Department 
of Agriculture, Washington, D. C.

LOSE BATTLE TO STOP LEAKS 


he 
Men Worked for Two Hours in Icy 
Water; Craft Sinks 15 Minutes 
After Desertion. 


Milwaukée—After belng buffeted 
by a heavy storm for two hours, 
springing four large leaks in her hull, 
the Nordland, package freighter of 
the Chicago and Milwaukee Steam- 
ship company, carrying a cargo of 
merchandise valued at more than 
$500,000, Bank eight miles off St. 
Francia, near here, in Lake Michigan 
Monday afternoon. 

The officers and crew, 19 in num- 
ber, took to the smal] boats 15 min- 
utes before the ship sank and rowed 
safely to shore despite a strong wind 
and high waves. 

The ship left Chicago for Mil- 
waukee the night before, but due to 
the gale which was sweeping the lake, 
put in at Racine and the trip con- 
tinued in the morning. After leaving 
the harbor the ship began to take 
water through a leak in the after bull 
and sprung seams. 

For two hours the men worked at 
the pumps, standing at times more 
than waist deep in the {cy water, 
when Captain Smith, seelng it was 
impossible to bring it ashore, ordered 
the men to the ‘oats The vessel 
sank 16 minutes after the second boat 
had been lowered. 

The Nordland was of wooden con- 
struction, of 700 tons capacity and 33 
years old. It was her first voyage 
under her present ownership. 

The Nordland was known as the 
Eugene Hart until it changed hands 
recently when the name was changed, 


AGENTS MUST EAVE WARRANTS 


U. S. Commissioner Rules Dry Navy 
Makes Illegal Arrest. 


Detroit—Search and seizure of rum- 
laden craft on the high seas, other- 
wise the Detroit river, is unconstitu- 
tional, according to an opinion given 
by United States Commissioner J. 
Stanley Hurd Moaday afternoon, un- 
less the officers have previously se- 
cured @ search warrant or actually see 
the liquor on board. 

This decision was given In the case 
of Andrew Richardson and George 
Quamby, who were found transport. 
ing in a motor launch 37 cartons of 
pottles said by the federal officers to 
contain beer. Enforcement agents 
peeped through the portholes and saw 
piled up cartons. This, they argued, 
justified them in making the seizure. 

Louis W. McClear, attorney for the 
defendants, claimed that the sight of 
the cartons wag not jn itself proof 
that the owners of the crag were 
violating the law. 


GREEKS RALLY TO FIGHT TURKS 


Commander tasues Orders for Com- 
plete Mobilization. 


Dedeaghatch, Western Thrace—The 
Greek high command is prepared to 
defend with all ita resources the line 
of demarcation set forth in the Mu- 
dania armistice agreement. 

General Nider, the commander-in- 
chief, made a tour of inspection along 
the western bank of the River Mar- 
itza, which marks the boundary of 
Eastern Thrace as turned over to the 
Turks, and determined upon the de- 
fensive measures to be adopted. 

He has issued orders for complete 
mobilization of the remalning army in 
Western Thrace, which numbers up. 
wards of 50.000 men. 


LAW ON VACCINATION UPHELD 


Supreme Court Rules Unvaccinated 
Child Can Be Barred. 


Washington—Sti.tes and municipal- 
ities have the right to enact vaccina- 
tion laws and ordinances and to ex- 
clude from public schools ‘pupils who 
refuse to submit to vaccination, the 
supreme court of the United States 
decided Monday. 

The court’s decision came in the 
ease of Rosalyn Zucht, a young girl 
of San Antonio. Tex., who carried her 
case through the state courts and to 
the highest tribunal after the public 
school authorities of that city exclud- 
ed her as a pupil because she did not 
“have a vaccination certificate.

pital fund was instituted May 23, 1921. 
The first check which came into head- 
quarters was from Santa Anna, a ult 
so young that it had pot yet received 
ita charter. The Wichita Falls auxtil- 


lary, known as “Ma Burdick’s unit,” 
)was among the -first to contribute. 


Since then approximately $6,500 has 
been deposited in the hospital fund, 
four Legion posts having sent in, with- 
out solicitation, about $300 of the 
amount. One post held a goat-roping 
contest to raise funds and others sent 
in the receipts of their poppy sales. 

The object of the state fund ls to 
make the financing of the hospital 
work the responsibility of all units, not 
limited to the ones nearest the hos 
pitals. The State hospital committee, 
a chairman elected by the state con- 
vention and three members from each 
unit situated near a hospital for ex- 
service men, handles the money that 
eomes in, The chairman directs the 
work, instructs her committee, ap 
proves statements and vouchers, pre- 
pares bulletins and does an enormous 
amount of work emong the boys then 
selves. Mra. David M. Duller of Hous 
ton served faithfully In that capacity 
last year, and Mrs. J. Ward McKee, 
also of Houston, ts the active chain 
man, 

The report says: “Mrs, Murray's 
messages to the units in the hospital 
bulletins and her vision in the hospital 
work has inspired the Texas unite to 
accomplish all this, It was her idea, 
also, that the units adopt patients and 
break the monotony of days in the hea- 
pital wards by writing to them and 
sending little gifts. Greatest help ta 
given to men without compensation, 
but men with compensation who need 
cheering are adopted aiso.” 

Mrs. Edward Olinton Murray of 
Houston 1s president of the depart- 
ment of Texas, and !s also one of the 
nationa} vice presidents of the Ameri- 
can Legion Auxiliary, She was one of 
the first organizers of the auxiliary ta 
Texas and was elected to the state 
presidency when the organization waa 
formed in San Antonto in December, 
1920. Under her direction many unita 
have been formed and it is her pur- 
pose at present to establish a unit for 
each of the 291 Legion posts In Texas. 
Two of her policies are fustice for dis 
abled soldiers and discouragement of 
memorials which are not of some Hv- 
ing good to the men, 

The department of Texas was arat

By far the grentest part of the 
snipbur produced in the world 1s used 
In-the manufacture of sulphuric acid. 
Sulphur is a constituent of black 
powder, which is used largely {in min- 
ing soft coal. It finds employment 
In the rubber industry aa.a vulcahizing 
agent. It is used in the bleaching of 
atik and wool,
